Was the Parliament Oak 
School accommodation review 
process fair? 

Did it allow for meaningful 
public participation? 

Did the trustees keep an open 
mind during that process? 

Three judges of the provin¬ 
cial Superior Court are expect¬ 
ed to take anywhere from two 
weeks to several months before 
releasing their answer to those 
questions, after listening to five 
hours of evidence in a Toronto 

Lionel Tupman, the lawyer 
representing CARE (Citizens 
for Responsible and 
Accountable Education), tried 
to show judges the answer to all 
three questions was no, and 
that the decision to close the 
only school in the Old Town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake should be 
overturned. 

Lawyer Paul Howard was 
hired by the District School 
Board of Niagara to present evi¬ 
dence that the process leading 
to the trustees' 8-2 vote for clo¬ 
sure was fair.

The questions before 
the court did not include 
whether the decision to 
close the school was the 
right one - that is the juris¬ 
diction of the local school 
board, and not the court, 
lawyers and judges agreed, 
so there was little discus¬ 
sion during the hearing of 
enrolment projections, 
financial analysis or the 
value of the school to the 
community or students. 

A bus of 25 parents, 
community supporters

Tupman said the school 
board asked Parliament 
Oak parents if they would 
agree to closing the school 
before the accommoda¬ 
tion review even began so 
the review process could 
be circumvented - evi¬ 
dence the decision had 
already been made to 


that senior staff took less 
than 24 hours to finalize 
its report and recommen¬ 
dation for closure to trust¬ 
ees after receiving the 
accommodation review 
committee (ARC) report, 
further evidence little 
attention was paid to the 
findings of the commit¬ 
tee, which recommended 
the school remain open, 
or to the public consulta¬ 
tion process. 

There was no 
opportunity for 
members of the 
ARC to read and 
sign off on the 
final draft of 
their report, he 
said, and some 
of the informa¬ 
tion it contained 
was "manipulat¬ 
ed" by board 
staff, including 
the omission of a 
key piece of 


information thathadbeen 
emailed by a committee 
member before the dead¬ 
line for making changes. 

Tupman said the plan¬ 
ning consultant hired by 
the board to oversee the 
review, a retired superin¬ 
tendent of planning, 
attended only two of nine 
ARC meetings, and had 
admitted in the cross-ex¬ 
amination process that he 
had begun writing the 
draft staff report at some 
point during the review, 
but couldn't remember 

Although members of 
CARE had tried to speak 
to trustees individually 
during the review process, 
some had turned them 
down, Tupman told the 
judges, but others, trust¬ 
ees and staff, who had met 
with them had made com¬ 
ments that indicated their 
minds were already set on 
closure. 

Some of the examples 
he gave include a dispar¬ 
aging comment about an 
ARC member, later shown 
to be incorrect; a state¬ 
ment from another trustee 
indicating he would be 
voting for the staff recom¬ 
mendation, because that’s 
what staff get paid for; 
and a comment that “rich” 
Old Town parents didn’t 
need a school - they could 
afford to send their kids to 
private school. 

When a judge pointed 
out that those comments 
second-hand and 
unsubstantiated, Tupman 
agreed, but said that no 



effort had been made to 
offer contradictory evi¬ 
dence during the cross- 
examination sessions, and 
that trustees have a duty 
to be impartial, and to 
appear to be impartial, 
during the accommoda¬ 
tion review process, “oth¬ 
erwise it renders public 
participation meaning- 

Senior staff, he said, 
who provided informa¬ 
tion to the decision-mak¬ 
ing trustees, "repeatedly 
evidenced they believed 
certain facts of NOTL to 
be true that weren’t true,” 
including that the Old 
Town is not suitable for 
young families, and that 
the younger population in 
NOTL was declining, 
without having any data 
that provided proof of 
those facts. 

While members of CARE 
had opportunities for 
making presentations to 
trustees, the opportunity 
for participation was "per¬ 
functory and pro-forma," 
without any real, n 
ingful discussion of the 
data they presented, said 
Tupman. When they wi 
questioned by trustees, 
senior staff was often 
called upon to provide the 
answer, which would have 
been coloured by their 

Howard, speaking for 
the board, said that clos¬ 
ing a school is a difficult 
decision, and “not every¬ 
one is going to agree,” but 
CARE had not satisfied 
the legal requirements to 
justify setting aside the 
decision.

Staff must ‘consider’ ARC report: board lawyer

He dismissed the 
need for the review 
committee to sign off on 
its final report, saying 
there were only minor 
changes made from the 
draft, and that since 
senior staff members 
attended ARC meetings, 
they were aware of what 
was happening as they 
began preparing their 
report, and dealt with it 
as a team, meeting 
weekly throughout the 
process. 

However even one of 
the judges said she 
found it "a little odd” 
that the planning con¬ 
sultant who was in 
charge of the staff report 
said he couldn’t remem¬ 
ber when senior staff 
had made the decision 
to recommend closing 


Parliament Oak, 
although it was, Howard 
agreed, before staff 
knew the ARC’S posi- 

The policy, Howard 
said in answer to a ques¬ 
tion from one of the 
judges, is that the staff 
must consider the ARC 
report, and although the 
staff report was printed 
the day after receiving 
the ARC report, he 
pointed to many 
instances where the 
staff report referenced 
information and con¬ 
cerns in the ARC report, 
both of which were pre¬ 
sented to trustees the 
same night. 

He also listed many 
questions trustees asked 
during public delega¬ 
tions, and pointed to 
that as evidence the 


in the discussion and 
showed no signs of hav¬ 
ing closed minds. 

There was “an abun¬ 
dance of opportunities” 
for members of CARE to 
make delegations to the 
board, Howard said, 
and “they took an abun¬ 
dance of opportunities. 
It cannot be seriously 
contended that there 
was not meaningful 
opportunity for submis- 

He also pointed out 


that according to pro¬ 
vincial policy, the board 
is not bound to accept 
ARC recommendations. 
He said the evidence 
shows the trustees 
understood the impor¬ 
tance of the decision 
they were making, on 
behalf of 11 other 
municipalities which 
would also be impacted, 
and knew “they were 
not going to make every¬ 
one happy." 

Although Tupman 


requested an order from 
the judges setting aside 
the decision to close the 
school, or that trustees 
be asked to reconsider 
with public consulta¬ 
tion, the judges made 
no comment and gave 
no indication of a time¬ 
line for their decision. 

They did ask if each 
side would be seeking 
costs from the other and 
both agreed they would, 
although no amount 
was discussed Friday.

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Health minister confident about NHS plan

ing report on Niagara’s 


hospital restructuring 
plans, Ontario’s health 
minister and local physi¬ 
cians are defending the 
Niagara Health System’s 



chief executive officer. 

After the Ontario 
Health Coalition pub¬ 
lished a report by British 
international health poli¬ 
cy expert John Lister, a 
senior lecturer on health 
policy from Coventry 
University in England, 
provincial Health Minister 
Dr. Eric Hoskins as well as 
NHS chief of staff Dr. Tom 
Stewart both released 
statements expressing 
their confidence in the 
direction of Kevin Smith’s 
2012 report that recom¬ 
mended closing five 
Niagara hospitals and 
replacing them with a 
single new hospital site to 
be constructed in Niagara 
Falls. 

“We want to make sure 
that our hospitals are pro¬ 
viding the best care pos¬ 
sible for Ontarians. That's 
why we appointed Dr. 
Kevin Smith to put 
Niagara Health Services 
in a strong position to 
deliver high quality health 


care for Niagara patients,” 
Hoskins said. 

In his 15-page review, 
Lister identified a lack of 
public consultation as a 
major flaw in Smith’s 
original report. 

But Hoskins said there 
was substantial consulta¬ 
tion in Smith’s report. 

“I am confident in the 
work that Dr. Smith did, 
which included speaking 
with thousands of com¬ 
munity members and 
health care workers,” 
Hoskins said. 

Meanwhile, he said 
progress is continuing to 
be made toward the 
implementation of Smith’s 
recommendations. 

“Our government is 
providing NHS with 
$26.2-million to plan for a 
new hospital in Niagara 
Falls and two urgent care 
centres, as proposed by 
Dr. Smith’s report,” he

on-the-Lake Thursday, 
Sandra Knof will be there. 

It's the third annual aware¬ 
ness campaign organized by 
Autism Ontario, and for Knof, 
awareness is not just a word - 
it's what kids on the autism 
spectrum and their parents 
believe will help them feel 
accepted in their own com¬ 
munities. 

Knof grew up in NOTL and 
lives in the McNab area, just 
down the street from her par¬ 
ents - thankfully, because 
their support means every¬ 
thing to the single mom of 
two. Her daughter Sophie, 
now five, was diagnosed on 
the medium to severe autism 
spectrum when she was two. 

Knof realizes now, in hind¬ 
sight, that she was seeing 
symptoms evenbefore Sophie 
was 12months old that would 
lead to this diagnosis, warn¬ 
ing signs that would be famil¬ 
iar to parents of children with 
autism, including the need to 
be constantly held, but she 
didn't recognize them as such 
- she didn’t know anything 
about autism then. 

She's learning. 


At a year old, Sophie could 
say a few words and was 
meeting her milestones, 
"pretty average at everything,” 
says her mom. 

"But her speech didn’t 
progress. She started losing 
words. We were referred to a 
speech therapist, but it was 
obvious by then something 
more was going on." 

She was given an appoint¬ 
ment to see a developmental 
pediatrician for an assess¬ 
ment, but had a long wait, 
and during that time began 
seeing more signs - Sophie 
wasn’t looking her in the eye, 
she was displaying the typical 
hand-flapping and stim- 
ming. 

“She was not a normal 
child.” 

The eventual diagnosis got 
Sophie on the waiting list for 
several different services - 
and then Knof waited. And 
waited. 

going to be a long time before 
she actually received any 
help, she started looking for 
private support, and found 


other parents she metthrough 
its Niagara chapter, she began 
to learn what else is available 
in the way of help, who to talk 
to, and what events are 
planned specifically for kids 
with autism. She goes to a 
support group once a month, 
where parents talk to other 
parents in similar situations, 
and learn from each other 
how to help their kids. 

Sophie still loves to be held. 
She's happy, usually smiling, 


she one day learn to button 
her own jacket? Those are 
just two of the many ques¬ 
tions Knof can't answer. She 
can’t look into the future to 
see what it holds for her and 
Sophie, but other parents can 
help her understand what to 
expect, help her to feel not 
quite so alone, she says. 

Parents also learn the “real 
way" the system works from 
others whohave gone through 
it: the long waits for services, 
where to go in the meantime 
for financial and emotional 
support and how to get start¬ 
ed on therapy for their chil¬ 
dren - information that can 
be especially helpful for par¬ 
ents of children who have 
been recently diagnosed. 

The special events that are 
organized for families with 
kids on the autism spectrum 
also really help, says Knof. 

“I can take Sophie to places 
like Cheeky Monkeys, and 
she's okay, but I see people 
look at her oddly anywhere I 
take her. I feel out of place. 
Sophie’s very happy, but she 
chit chats to herself, and she 
can get pretty loud. People 
look at her.”

It’s not quite Jackie 
Maxwell’s swan song, but 
in a sense, it's preparation 
for it. 

Rehearsals for the 2015 
Shaw Festival season are 
underway - the much-an¬ 
ticipated Peter and the 
Starcatcher opens in pre¬ 
view Wednesday, April 8 - 
and Maxwell, artistic direc¬ 
tor since 2002, had a lot to 
pack into her second-to- 
last playbill. 

She plans to leave after 
the 2016 season, and will 
have programmed 120 
plays in her career with the 
Shaw, "but there are always 
loads more I’d love to do,” 
she says. "I’m reading all 
the time, reading and lis¬ 
tening,” and she’s con- 
standy coming across plays 
that make her say to her¬ 
self, “I’ll really have to do 
that one.” 

So, although every year 
is a juggling act, trying to 
pick the best plays, the 
right mix, line up the per¬ 
fect cast and make sure she 
presents it in the right loca¬ 
tion, this year was a chance 
to showcase some of those 
still onher to-do list, before 
she moves on to her final 
year - which she’s already 
thinking about, but not 
revealing any secrets. 
There’s this “spectacular” 
season to present first, she 

It will begin with an

special happens, she says 

- a pirate ship appears, 
there’s stardust, and the 
audience is drawn into 
"lovely, intimate, magical 
story-telling” that’s perfect 
for the smaller, more inti¬ 
mate setting of the Royal 

It allows for a "different 
experience" than the larger 
stage of the Festival 
Theatre, says Maxwell, 
who directs Peter and the 
Starcatcher, referred to as 
a "prequel to Peter Pan," 
and offering theatre that 
provides the perfect expe¬ 
rience for families, she 

Sweet Charity, a Neil 
Simon musical that reveals 
the bold and colourful 
world of 1960s New York, 
opens in previews April 17, 
and "it will be gorgeous,” 
says Maxwell, "with a huge, 
wonderful set. ft’s going to 
be a spectacle, real vavoom, 
perfect for the Festival 

It’s the musicals Maxwell 
has brought to the Festival 
Theatre that have boosted 
ticket sales and helped the 
Shaw through some diffi¬ 
cult years with their box 
office successes, and Sweet 
Charity may continue that 
trend, but if Peter and the 
Starcatcher on the smaller 
stage enjoys the same suc¬ 
cess, as she expects it will 

- well, she'll take that too. 

Next to open is You 
Never Can Tell, one of 
George Bernard Shaw’s 
most lighthearted plays. 


although it has it’s serious 
moments, says Maxwell. 
"It’s delightful, funny, as 
always with Shaw has its 
message, but it's a buoy¬ 
ant, carefree comedy.” 

Last time it was pro¬ 
grammed was at the 
Festival Theatre; this sea¬ 
son, Maxwell and director 
Jim Mezon decided to give 
it a new look at the Royal 
George, where again, the 
audience gets drawn in to 
carefully listen to each 

Also at the Royal George 
this season is The Divine; 
A Play for Sarah 
Bernhardt. 

Maxwell is especially 
excited about the new play 
by Quebec “superstar” 
playwright Michel Marc 
Bouchard, who spent the 
last two summers in resi¬ 
dence at the Shaw working 
on the play Maxwell com¬ 
missioned. 

In her first season at the 
Shaw, Maxwell pro¬ 
grammed Bouchard’s 
Coronation Voyage, a fairly 
intense look at family and 
political relationships of 
the 1950s. She’s long been 
a fan of Bouchard, she says 
- as an aside mentions he’s 
the first playwright to be 
able to sit in the audience 
and watch one of his plays 
at the Shaw - and asked 
him to let her know if he 
ever had something he 
thought might be right for 
the Festival. 

“And he did,” said 
Maxwell. 

He stumbled on a story 
of actress Sarah Bernhardt 


when she was performing 
in Quebec City at the turn 
of the 20th century, and 
the Catholic Church tried 
to send her packing and 
have her plays cancelled. 

While many of his plays 
have been translated into 
English by translator Linda 
Gaboriau, this will be the 
first to be premiered in 
English, said Maxwell - as 
early readings progressed 
and changes were made 
daily to the script, Gaboriau 
was on-hand to translate 
and have them ready for 
the next day. 

“It’s been a fascinating 
process," said Maxwell. 

Pygmalion, the other 
Shaw play presented this 
season, this one at the 
Festival Theatre, will also 
have a new look. 

Shaw's “trademark wit” 
will have a contemporary 
flavour, directed by Peter 
Hinton, and set in more 
modern times on the 
streets of London, "a dra¬ 
matic and interesting take,” 
says Maxwell, on the pop¬ 
ular classic. 

This is one of Shaw’s 
plays that Maxwell wanted 
to do again, but it’s impor¬ 
tant, when a play is staged 
not for the first time, to 
give the audience some¬ 
thing different, she said. 

“We have to find new, 
interesting ways to do 
them, to give people a good 
reason to come to see them 

She thinks they've done 
that with both Pygmalion 
and You Never Can Tell, 
she says. 


“They’re both very dif¬ 
ferent takes,” and part of 
the reason, she adds, is 
that they feature a different 

"We have a wonderful 
acting company. Part of 
my job is to bring new, 
younger people in to the 
company and grow them 
up - bring them up the 

For example, Harveen 
Sandhu, one of the newer 


ensemble members, as 
Eliza Doolittle, "is fantas¬ 
tic,” she says. 

The Festival Theatre 
stage will also offer Moss 
Hart’s Light Up the Sky, 
"his comic love letter to 
the theater world,” which 
Maxwell describes as a 
"rollicking comedy" writ¬ 
ten by one of Broadway’s 
biggest stars.

The three plays at the 
Court House this season - 
often the plays most likely 
to be remembered - are 
about women, their lives, 
loves and relationships. 

Court House produc¬ 
tions are memorable, says 
Maxwell, partly because of 
the intimacy of the 327-seat 
theatre, but also because 
it’s perfect for program¬ 
ming plays people don’t 

It allows the audience to 
be “pulled into a world they 
know nothing about. That’s 
a wonderful experience,” 
she says. "And if you’re 
drawn into it, it stays with 

A new version of Henrik 
Ibsen’s The Lady form the 
Sea, by Erin Sheilds, will be 


presented on the small 
stage at the Court House, 
beginning April 30 - "a 
romance where the pull of 
family and the recognition 
of deep true love are por¬ 
trayed with great empathy," 
says Maxwell. 

Top Girls, by Caryl 
Churchill, was written and 
set during the Margaret 
Thatcher era, and explores 
the changing roles of 
women, while The Twelve- 
Pound Look, by J.M. Barrie 
(of Peter Pan fame) is a 
one-act play that has been 
called a “feminist batde 
cry” written in 1892. 

At the newer Studio 
Theatre, with less than 200 
seats, is The Intelligent 
Homosexual’s Guide to 
Capitalism and Socialism 
with a Key to the Scriptures 
- the cast and production 


crew are referring to it as 
iHo - by Tony Kushner, a 
“brilliant playwright” who 
has written an “Arthur 
Miller-type" play. 

It’s a major work, says 
Maxwell, an examination 
of contemporary values as 
a large, vocal and dysfunc¬ 
tional family gathers 
around their Brooklyn 
home to discuss everything 
from politics to society and 
sex. It’s intense and seri¬ 
ous, sometimes hilarious, 
and a production that 
promises to be both 
thought-provoking and 
hugely entertaining, she 

Finally, downstairs at the 
Rehearsal Hall, Maxwell 
decided to invent a new 
theatre space to stage a 
cabaret of the music of Kurt 
Weill, a leading composer 


for stage in the first half of 
the 20th century. 

She’s a fan of discovering 
new spaces, said Maxwell, 
as she did when she decid¬ 
ed to use the "beautiful big 
rehearsal hall” at the new 
annex as a theatre. 

“I love the idea that you 
can put plays on in differ¬ 
ent spaces, like pop-up 
theatre,” she says. "And we 
all love the music of Kurt 
Weill, and were thinking 
about the fun of doing cab¬ 
aret. So we said let’s just 
make a space. And the tick¬ 
ets are already selling like 
crazy.” 

It’s called The Next 
Wiskey Bar, created by 
Shaw veterans Paul 
Sportelli and Jay Turvey, 
and directed by Turvey, set 
in a run-down bar in a 
German port town in 1923. 
Order a drink and enjoy 
classics such as Mack the 
Knife, and some lesser- 


known works, accompa¬ 
nied by a six-piece band - 
something completely new 
and different at the Shaw 
this season. 

While Maxwell is not 
divulging too much about 
her final, 2016 season, she 
also doesn’t have too much 
to say about what she plans 
to do when it’s finished - 
because she doesn’t know 
yet. She may stay in NOTL, 
she may not - her girls are 
adults now, leaving her free 
to move about, although 
she says we probably won’t 
have seen the last of her in 
Niagara. 

“It’s very liberating, hav¬ 
ing lots of options,” she 

But for now, she’s still 
loving what she’s doing and 
concentrating on doing it 
well. 

"Working at the Shaw is 
just about the best,” she 
said. "Running it is fabu¬ 


lous, but it’s so huge. I want 
to stop before it becomes a 
chore. I think 15 years is 
long enough.” 

When Shaw plays open 
in previews, select tickets 
are available to locals - 
Niagara residents "are our 
best ambassadors,” says 
Maxwell. 

The Festival’s Niagara 
Neighbours program pro¬ 
vides locals with special 
ticket offers. 

Tickets for select perfor¬ 
mances are available start¬ 
ing at $42 ($22 for students), 
for previews until April 13.

No one wants to suffer 
from pain associated with 
surgery. 

So when laughing gas was 
introduced in 1772 for den¬ 
tistry and ether in 1846 for 
general surgery, both were 
most welcome. 

Both had their downsides: 
ether is not only highly vola¬ 
tile and explosive but a sol¬ 
vent to boot. Laughing gas, 
abused, can damage the 
brain and nerves. But the 
goals of both were the same 
- to mitigate the suffering so 
often associated with sur¬ 
gery, childbirth or among 
other tasks, resetting dislo- 

The goal then of anesthet¬ 
ics, whether general or local, 
is to reduce the pain with as 
little risk as possible. And 

and procedures, that’s pre¬ 


cisely what we’ve achieved, 
or so we thought. 

The type of surgical pro¬ 
cedure dictates the choice 
of anesthetic in most 
instances. For example, 
intravenous drugs may be 

fort associated with colonos¬ 
copies or other diagnostic 
endoscopies. These drugs 
tend to be short-lasting and 

intubation. This makes 
them ideal for many outpa¬ 
tient diagnostic procedures 
and same-day surgical pro- 

In most instances, a gen¬ 
eral anesthetic is used to 
put the patient to sleep or 
the pain is blocked region¬ 
ally, by for example, infus¬ 
ing an anesthetic agent into 
the epidural space just 
behind the spinal cord, or in 
other instances injecting 
tissues near branches of 
peripheral nerves to selec¬ 


tively 'freeze’ the targeted 

For the most part anes¬ 
thetics and sedatives are 

But there is another side 
to anesthetics. Recent evi¬ 
dence suggests that general 
anesthetics and sedative 
drugs of the kind now given 
to millions of young chil¬ 
dren in the Western World 
and beyond may not be 
quite as harmless as we’ve 
assumed. For example the 
FederalDrugAdministration 
in the U. S. recommends 
elective surgical procedures 
should be avoided if possi¬ 
ble in children under the 
age of three. Why? Because 
it turns out these drugs and 
anesthetics may be toxic to 
growing brains in experi¬ 
mental animals, including 
primates, our closet rela¬ 
tives and in some instances, 

During this period of 



rapid development the 
brain is very susceptible to 
drugs including sedatives 
and inhaled anesthetic 
agents. Used wisely with 
restraint, these drugs and 
anesthetic agents are a boon 
to medicine but used too 
often, especially in early 
years, occasionally impair 
memory and other cogni¬ 
tive functions with long last- 

Son 
apprec 

these agents may have on 
the older brain. Often, fol¬ 
lowing surgery, patients 
were confused, sometimes 
for days, post-operatively. 
And occasionally the post¬ 
op memory and cognitive 
impairments never fully 
recovered. 

Now there are plenty of 
reasons for such post-oper¬ 
ative confusion but one fac¬ 
tor stood out. Many of these 
patients suffered from very 






before the operation. Many 
had probably lost significant 
numbers of nerve cells, and 
with those losses, many 

between functionally relat¬ 
ed regions of the brain. 
Compounding those losses 
of nerve cells and discon¬ 
nections were greater vul¬ 
nerabilities in surviving 
nerve cells, which were
